in their absence, by other members 
of their families, and the schedules 
will be taken up by the enumerators

enumeration. 


This action on the part of the cen- 


sus bureau is a complete innovation 
and an important artvaricc in Ameri- 
can census methods of 
obtaining a 


count of the population, and the bu- 
•reau authorities expect it to prove 
of great practical and scientific value. 


It insures greater 'accuracy and 


completeness in the. returns, as iho 
heads of the families, who .are' gener- 
ally Iho most reliable sources of in- 
formation, are themselves given s-.if-j 
flcient opportunity in advance of tho j 
enumeration to examine deliberately | 
and to answer exactly the census 
questions.

As be stepped to his brother's side 


and escorted him down 
the centre 


aisle the^ Democrats broke Into ap- 
plause, which 
continued 
until 
the 


speaker Indicated that he was ready 
to administer the oath. 
After the 


speaker finished reading the Demo- 
crats again broke into applause, and 
the two brothers, one a Democrat and 
the other a Republican, walked up tho 
centre aisle arm in arm. 


Although elected a Democrat, Foss 


will find himself In the 
company of 


Republican members each day. 
His 


desk Is In that section of the 
house 


known as the "Cherokee Strip," on 
the Democratic side, but used for the 
overflow of Republican members. 
It 


happens that most of the members In 
tho "Strip" are Insurgents, prominent 
among them being Representative Nor- 
rls of Nebraska. The only Democrat 
In addition to Foss who Is located

Speaker Cannon has long been a 


personal friend of Foss and In fact, 
has been his guest at his home In Co- 
hasset. Just before the house as- 
sembled, the representative-elect, es- 
corted by his brother, called at the 
speaker's room, accompanied by the 
mother and wife of the Xfassachusetts 
man, whom they happened to meet 
outside the door. "Uncle Joe" 
was 


the soul of graclousness and did his 
prettiest to show his visitors that they 
were welcome. 


"You are responsible for these two 


boys," said the speaker to the mother 
of the two statesmen. Then, placing 
a hand on the shoulder of each "boy"

on Railway Curves, 


In order to Insure the safety of can 


when rounding curves and to prevent 
tho cur wheel flanges from having un- 
due frlctiotinl engagement with the 
mils a safety mechanism lias recently 
been invented which Is pictured In the 
accompanying engraving. It consists 
of a central rail, A, that Is supported 
on the tics and Is strongly braced ,.by 
means of anchoring devices, B, whicl^ 
are Imbedded in the ground and termi- 
nate in plates C. Tho object of these 
plates Is. to prevent the anchoring de- 
vices I'rom Avorklng upward..

cigarettes. 
Some of the things the 


doctor declares are: 


One cigar yields as much crude nico- 


tine as nine ordinary cigarettes. 


A smoker gets 77 per cent of the to- 


tal nicotine out of a cigar, K% per 
cent out of a cigarette. 


There is no arsenic in cigarette pa- 


pers. 


There Is no opiate or "dope" in a 


cigarette. 


The smoking of one cigar is equiva- 


lent to the smoking of about teu ciga- 
rettes in immediate succession. 


Less nicotine is absorbed from a 


skinny cigar than from a fat one of 
the same strength and weight. 


The doctor enters into a description 


of the methods of extracting nicotine 
from cigarettes nud cigars and pic- 
tures with scientific detail the death 
of a six pound rat which was given 
four drops, of "homemade" nicotine 
and the severe illness of an eight 
pound cat which was given one drop.
